The last service was extremely 


simple, before the grave was closed 
over the boy upon whom President 
and Mrs. Coolidge had counted so 
much and who died suddenly in the 
fullness of his 3 outh. 


As the casket was taken from the 


hearse and lowered into the grave in 
the Coolidge plot, where the presi- 
dent's mother lies, a quartet sang, 
"My Faith Looks Up to Thee." 


Rev. K. B. Wells spoke a brief 


prayer. 
The quartet sang another 


of Calvin's favorites, "Saviour Like 
a. Shepherd, Lead Us." 
Boys from 


Mercersburg, where young Coolidge 
•went to school, sang one of their 
school songs. 


Standing beside the grave, grouped 


behind the bowed figures of the pres- 
ident and his wife and their son, 
John, -were a few close friends who 
had made the journey with them 
from Washington. 
There was no 


pomp, no elaborate ceremony. 
Sim- 


plicity was the president's one wish. 


As a bugler from Fort Ethan Allen 


sounded the tliin, fine, wailing notes 
oC "taps," the wooded hills echoing 
the call, the mourners withdrew a 
little way, leaving the three Cool- 
idges standing together for a last 
moment with their dead. 


Then the troopers swung into their 


saddles, the president helped Mrs. 
Cochdge ba ckinto the black limou- 
sine, and the little cortege clattered 
and bumped down the rutted valley 
road, leaving young Coolidge at rest 


NORTHAMPTON, Mass., July 10. 


—Funeral services for Calvin Cool- 


idge, jr., were held today in the little 
brick church where,he took his first 
communion 
The service was short, 


quiet and restrained, but the plain 
folks who crowded the church heard 
it with misty eyes. 


For many blocks along" the street 


the populace was lined. The service 
at church opened with 
scripture, 


verses of faith chosen by Dr. Wellp 
followed by singing of "Pilgrims of 
the Night" by the Washington quar- 
tet, Dr Pierce then made a further 
biblical reaedings. 


Then there was another hymn, an 


old favorite of the Coolidge family, 
"Jesus, Savior, Pilot Me." 


Dr. Wells paid to the 
boy the 


tribute of a neighbor and a former 
spiritual adviser. 


"The sadness of this homecoming 


binds us all very flosely 
together 


and makes us more than ever aware 
of the love and loyalty, which we 
of Northampton bear toward these 
honored friends who have come back 
to us," he said. 


"There is something quite tri- 


umphhant about this life which haa 
been taken away. It was moved by 
youthful enthusiasm and it had its 
beautiful visions, and its consecra- 
tions to duty and honor. 
It was a 


straight, honorable young life, sweet- 
ly natural, and still an inhabitant of 
two worlds, the material and the 
spiritual" 


After a snort prayer the quartet 


sang once more and the benediction 
was pronounced.

Mrs. Coolidge passed out on the arm 
of the president, followed by their 
son. John, and his grandfather. 


Then in tae slow march, the old

most bitterly contested convention, 
in .political history at 2:25 a. m. to- 
day. 


The nomination of the Nebraska 


governor was forced by a coterie of 
democratic leaders after he had been 
selected personally by Davis as his 
running mate. It came on the first 
ballot, furnishing a curious anti-cli- 
max to the fierce battle over the 
presidential nomination, which end- 
ed in a compromise on the 103rd 
ballot late yesterday afternoon. 


Selection of Bryan was made on- 


ly after the democrats had been 
twice turned down by prospective 
candidates for the vice presidency. 
Senator Walsh of Montana, Davis'. 
first choice, formally refused the oP 
fer, stating he could best-serve bis 
party in. the senate. -JSdjrta T. 
Meredith of Iowa refused to run 
with Davis on the ground that he 
was too conservative to appeal to. the 
agricultural west. 


Davis was unwilling to accept any 


of the nine candidates nominated 
formally. A recess of one hour was 
called at midnight while Davis went 
into conference with leaders at the 
historic democratic rendezvous the 
Manhattan club, across the street 
from. Madison Square Garden. 


When Bryan, was finally hit upon, 


Chairman Hull, Tom Taggart, Sena- 
tor Pat Harrison and other leaders, 
bare headed, rushed back to the gar- 
den to get Bryan's acceptance. He 
met them at the door and speedily 
gave his consent. It was necessary 
to place 
him in 
nomination 
and 


Harry B. Fleharty was rounded up 
to name him. 
Bryan himself told 


his sponsor to make the 
speech 


"fehort and snappy." Fleharty com- 
plied and the balloting began. 


Hundreds Had Departed. 


Worn out by two weeks of bicker- 


ing and three hours of oratory dur- 
ing the evening, hundreds of the de- 
legates had departed for home. The 
galleries were all but deserted. Less 
taan 500 spectators remained of the 
vast crowd that jammed the galleries 
to give Gov. Al Smith a thunderous 
ovation and Davis a cordial welcome. 


Chairman Walsh had turned the 


gavel over to Representative Barkley 
of Kentucky, who had great diffi- 
culty in controlling the crowd after 
the balloting got under way. But the 
din that marked the earlier sessions 
was gone. 
Voices rang out clear 


and sharp in the huge hall.

As soon as word was received of 


the nomination of Governor Bryan 
for vice president late Wednesday 
night many family 
friends and 


public officials called Mrs. Bryan at 
the executive mansion to offer their 
congratulations. 


All during theday telephone calls 


have been pouring into the home 
and many close friends called dur- 
ing the morning, among whom was 
Mrs. Fred Johnson, wife of the lieu- 
tenant governor. 


Governor Bryan will not resign the 


office of governor but will withdraw 
from the state ticket as a democratic 
candidate for governor, according to 
his friends who discuss his nomina- 
tion for vice president. 
Regardless 


of whether the state law permits 
him to run for two offices his with- 
drawal as a candidate for governor 
is said to be assured. 


The filling of a vacancy on the

The defendants admit that they

They 
deny, however, that the company's 
propert ywas assessed on a higher 
basis than other pioperty or the pro- 
perty of the other corporations of 
the state; and they contend that the 
Western Union holds a franchise 
from the state of Nebraska and from 
numerous governmental subdivisions 
contrary to its claim.

two tablespoonfuls of bran, daily. 
Sprinkle it over your cereal or dis- 
solve it in water and drink it. Eat 
coarse breads, such as whole wheat 
and graham, with your meals. 


Get plenty of fresh air and out-of- 


door exercise. Sleep in a well-ventil- 
ated room. Take one tablespoonf ul of 
mineral oil daily. 
This should be 


taken when the stomach is empty— 
either at night, three hours after 
eating, or a full half-hour before 
breakfast. 
If you prefer, take the 


oil in the morning, washing- it down 
with the juice of an orange. 
Besides these simple rules, I want 


to sound a note of warning about 
the foods you should not eat until 
you 
are free from constipation. 


These are rich soups, gravies, stews, 
fried foods, heavy cheese, pastry, 
cakes, pies, nuts, condiments and al- 
coholic beverages.

and other pests which attacked the 
fields during the growing season.

warehouses for the year ending June 
30, 1923 totaled 23. for the season 
ending June 28, 1924, the total num- 
ber is 74 . 
In seed analysis the total germina- 


tion tests of 1923 were 1,604 as 
against 2,124 for the 
year ending 


June 28, 1924. The purity analyses 
of 1923 were 1,403 as against 1.058 
for the year ending June 28. 1924.

organize Behind Newly Chosen 


Leaders and Heal the 


Sores.

movpnjpnt to rpstore parly harmony, 
John W. 
Davis, 
new democratic 


president nominee, went before his 
national committee here today. 


Addressing them in exeautive ses- 


sion, he, let them understand that all 
differences must be buried immedi- 
atPly and that the jjarty must \be 
uuKed tor concerted action in 
the 


coming campaign. 


The committee acclaimed him en- 


thusiastically for his unprecedented 
acting in making a direct appeal to 
them in their meeting which was 
called for the purpose of reorgani- 
zation under the new leadership. 


And after Davis had concluded, his 


running mate, 
Charles W. Bryan, 


who led the anti-Davis faction in the 
convention, pledged an unrestrained 
support of himself, his brother, Wil- 
liam J. Bryan and all their followers 
for party unity. 


The committee 
followed 
the de- 


sire of Davis and did not select a 
new chairmant Adjournment was 
taken subject to the call of the pres- 
ent chairman, Cordell Hull. 


Reorganization will not be under- 


taken until a decision as to whom 
Davis desires tor the chairmanship 
has been made. 


Frank L. Polk, manager of the 


pro-convention campaign, has 
de- 


clined to accept the post and Davis 
does not wish to be placed in the 
position of attempting to overthrow 
the present machinery immediately. 


The session 
lasted 
only a few 


minutes and no business was dis- 
cussed. 


NEW YORK, July 10.—Discordant 


forces of the democratic party which 
fought bitterly for more than two 
weeks were called together today to 
plan a united campaign for John W. 
Davis and Charles W. Bryan, the 
nominees. 


The national committee met in the 


Waldorf hotel here to reorganize be- 
hind its newly chosen leaders and 
heal sores opened during the eigh- 
teen-day convention. 


Davis himself extended the olive 


branch to the leaders who had 
fought him and called upon the party 
to unite. 


The ascension of the brother of 


William Jennings Bryan to second 
place on the ticKet also was planned 
to close the rift between the com- 
moner and Davis. 


Religious differences which were, 


so bitterly fought out were hidden 
behind the veil of the past-and all 
the unsuccessful 
candidates gave 


assurances in varying degrees of co- 
operation. 


Al Smith, who was not permitted 


to address the convention as a can- 
didate, but who came before it as 
governor of New York after being 
defeated, was the first to extend his 
promise of support to his victor. 


McAdoo, the other unsuccessful 


Jeading candidate, was less enthusi- 
astic and at first reserved comment 
on the selection of Davis. 
Later, 


his close friends let it be known that 
he would not attempt to hurl any 
monkey wrench in the new machine.

'In- attitude adopted by heiself and 
the parents in tfie first months ol ac- 
quaintance 
It seems 
to me both 


sides should go rather slowlj. If the} 
become intimate later because they 
are really congenial their friendship 
will probablj be lastins and of great 
jo\ to both. 


If. however, they both try to force 


intiniac> merel\ on the basis of their 
new 
lelationship. 
they 
may ruin 


theii 
chancre, 
ol 
ever 
becoming 


really fond of each other. There is 
nothing worse than an outward and 
evidently forced attitude between a 
fdrl and her husband"- parents. If 
they are really not congenial, which 
mipln 
perfectly 
well happen, why 


not frankly accept it and remain on a 
basis of perfectly nice friendship, 
respecting absolutely each other's 
indhiduality but not attempting to 
loice intimacy? 


Many parents seem to feel that

them. And she should at least con- 
sider what would be their point of 
view when deciding questions affect- 
Ing her and her husband. 


In short, 
it 
seems
